Lthe tip a smoll distance.  The tip s
Iriven in by the foree Bebind i, and
searehes the spll for the ensiest polnts
of entrance,  When the tips are do
stroved by obstructions, cold, hont, o
other onuses, a4 new growth starts in
varying directions.  The first roots
thicken, umd  become girders 1o sup-
port the tree, no longer feeding 12 dl-
rectly, but serviog as condults for
the modsture and nonrishments gath.

fresh territory.  “I'hiese absorh water
charged with soluble earth, salts, sul-
phates of e, magnesin and potash,
ete , which passes through the Lirgee
roots, stems, and branches to the
leaves, the laboratory of new growth.
An onk treo may have 700,000 Jeaves,
nod from June to Octolier evaporate

Oak timber Is not the heavisst,
toughest, nor most beatimml, bot it
coembines more good qualities than
any other kind,  Its frult Is valvable
food, and 1ta bark useful In eertain
Industries. An onk plle submergod
for 650 years in London brldge came
up in sound condition, and there are
specimens from the Tower of London
which date from the time of Willlam
Rufus. To produce n good oak grove
requires from 140 to 200 years. It
seems a long time to an Amerlean,
but forestry Is a perpetual branch ol
economles when onee established,

A new siyle of embroidery coming
into yogus In is done with
colorad  bLiruids of varions
Thivae hraids ura far, el vory nirrow
and  dainty.  The widest does
measure more than an eighth of an
incli, the narrewest about a sixtecntl,
They nre similar to certaln bralds vsed
in some Kinds of lncesmuking. For
the tea-cloths, Lullet=covers, cushion-
covers, and doylies decorated with the
breald, linen is principally used, though
it is snid to have ma equully good ef-
fect on sllk and other art clothe, The
simplest way of using the brald is o
geomelric patterns, in simple scrolls,
and In conventional forms, where the
braid 18 run on the lines of the desjgn
with fovisible stitches with ention
thread that matehes or harmonizes in
color. At the angles and corneras the
braid is turned over amd fastened
down by & stitch. One color or a
pretty combination may be used, nud
Inrgo opan spaces are then dottod with
French knois or covered with other
aembroidery stitches. Somatimes span-
